Washington, March 5— (API— 


Secretary of the Treasury Fred M. 
Vinson today formally opened the 
administration's drive to win con- 
gressional approval of the pro- 
jected $3,750,000,000 loan to Bri- 
tain by terming it vital to world 
prosperity and peace. 


The cabinet officer led off a 


string of witnesses scheduled to 
testify before the senate banking 
committee during the next two 
weeks. 


Vinson, in a 7500-word prepared 


statement, told the senators the 
loan proposal is a "sound invest- 
ment in world peace and pros- 
perity". 


"Not only will the $3,750,000.000 


be fully repaid, but American busi- 
ness will reap rich dividends 
through its access to world mar- 
kets v on a fair and equal basis", 
he said. 


"Every section of this country, 


every sector of our economy de- 
pends in part on world trade. The 
financial agreement will open the 
markets of England and many 
other countries to our exporters. 


"This means more exports for 


our farmers and manufacturers, 
more jobs for our workers, more 
profits for business, and a higher 
income for all our people". 


On Other Hand 


On the other hand, Vinson as- 


serted that if Britain fails to get 
the loan she will be compelled "by 
sheer necessity" to line up an eco- 
nomic bloc of nations accounting- 
for possibly half or more of total 
world imports and exports.

Denazification of 
American Zone of 
Germany Is Pressed 


Berlin, March 5—(AP)—Lt. Gen. 


Lucius Clay, deputy chief of the 
U. S. military government, an- 
nounced today a sweeping new de- 
nazification law placing in Ger- 
man hands more responsibility for 
purging the nation and indicating 
a commitment for Americans to 
remain in. Germany at least 10 
years. 


Gen. Clay estimated that at least 
1,000,000 and perhaps 4 of the 
15 million Germans in the Ameri- 
can zone will be subject to pun- 
ishment under the new law, which 
was drawn up by the three Ger- 
man provincial minister-presidents 
in the zone and provides for trial 
"of the cases by German courts. 


The law specifies varying de- 


grees of guilt for all Germans who 
aided Hitler, ranging from major 
offenders to minor cases classi- 
fied as "followers". 
Major of- 


fenders are liable to as much as 
10 years m. i laju/rc-ninip ciniis- 
cation of property and loss of all 
rights for a minimum of 10 years, 
including the right to own an au- 
tomobile. The minimum sentence 
for major offenders is two years. 


Gen. 
Clay said the American 


military government was determ- 
ined to see that the sentences were 
carried out Asked if this meant 
the Americans definitely intended 
to stay in Germany, he replied: 


To Stay In Germany 


"As far as the military govern- 


ment can commit 
the 
United 


States, yes". 


German industrialists and bank- 


ers, a large number of whom fall 
into the category of major offend- 
ers, comprise one group especial- 
ly to be called to account. Many of 
these big businessmen are yet to 
be rounded up. 


Clay estimated that at least 


a year will be required to carry 
out the trials. While Germans 
themselves will do the prosecuting, 
Clay emphasized that the proceed- 
ings will be checked closely to 
see that there is no leniency in 
applying the law. 


The general said the law is "in- 


tended to be a complete denazifi- 
cation program for the American 
zone' 'and would reach some na- 
zis who until now had escaped any 
great hardships or punishment be- 
cause they had private incomes. 


Specifically, he asserted the law 


was going into the industrial 
field for the first time Up to the 
present, he said, "we have never 
had the whole field of industrial; 
ists in the mandatory arrest cate- 
gory".

Bern, Switzerland, March 5 — 


Letters are arriving from readers 
who are anxious to tour Europe 
and want advice on how to go 
about it. 


That's a project for which your 


globe trotting columnist team has 
a sympatetic understanding. We 
have the same urge and it grows 
stronger as we proceed on the 
great adventure of watching the 
rebirth of a continent. It's a rare 
privilege to witness this epochal 
metamorphosis at close range. 


However, the fact that this is 


one of the great changes of the 
ages, and that it is being staged 
in the midst of unprecedented de- 
struction, is fair warning that ob- 
servers must expect to encounter 
many difficulties and hardships.

One important item to remem- 


ber is that touring in Europe is 
devilishly expensive.

quate food and lodging. The rea- 
son, of course, is that there is a 
great shortage o^ food and hous- 
ing in most countries. 
There is 


scarcity of coal which ir tragic in 
many areas. Communications are 
disorganized and there is such a 
lack of rolling stock that travel 
is a gamble, with the odds all 
against the tourist. 


Naturally the objective of most 


visitors—the devastated aiea of 


ness, it draws so many of the best 
hands away from the cattle busi- 
ness.

Hot water for baths 
is rationed in many places. Ele- 
vators will take you up, but walk 
down to save electricity.

same token electric lighting is cut 
to a minimum. 
However, apart 


from the unheated homes, these 
deficiencies are mainly inconven- 
iences. 


You must bring all that you 


need for your trip in the way of 
clothing, 
shoes,
